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A  Word  From  The  Rabbi 

This  month  I  would  like  to  draw  attention  to  two 
important  matters  that  should  be  of  interest  to  the 
membership. 

Firstly,  the  Rabbi  Marc  H.  Tanenbaum  Founda¬ 
tion  has  been  launched  by  his  widow,  Dr.  Geor¬ 
gette  F.  Bennett.  We  are  proud  that  Rabbi  Tanen¬ 
baum  was  a  member  of  our  congregation  and  I 
quote  hereunder  from  the  release  regarding  the 
new  foundation: 

"A  foundation  in  memory  of  Rabbi  Marc  H. 
Tanenbaum,  aimed  at  extending  the  pioneering 
interreligious  and  humanitarian  work  of  the 
internationally  acclaimed  religious  leader,  has 
been  launched  on  the  first  anniversary  of  his 
death.” 

"During  a  distinguished  career,  Rabbi  Tanen¬ 
baum  was  deemed  'the  American  Jewish  com¬ 
munity's  foremost  apostle  to  the  gentiles,’  by 
Newsweek ;  ‘the  foremost  ecumenical  leader  in 
the  world  today,’  by  New  York  Magazine ;  and 
was  ranked  fourth  among  the  ten  most  respected 
and  influential  leaders  in  the  United  States  by  a 
poll  of  religion  news  editors.” 

"Whether  working  for  the  adoption  of  a  critical 
declaration  on  Catholic-Jewish  relations  during 
the  Second  Vatican  Council  in  Rome,  or  as  a 
member  of  a  fact-finding  mission  on  behalf  of 
the  International  Rescue  Committee  in  Thailand, 
Rabbi  Tanenbaum  proved  an  eloquent 
spokesman  for  interreligious  understanding  and 
human  rights.” 

John  Cardinal  O'Connor,  Archbishop  of  New 
York,  commented  on  the  foundation’s  creation: 
"A  man  of  deep  faith  and  understanding,  Rabbi 
Tanenbaum  was  in  many  ways  a  ’pioneer.’  Now, 
the  foundation  plans  to  continue  the  work  begun 
by  Rabbi  Tanenbaum,  engaging  in  a  variety  of 
programs,  publications,  lectures,  etc.  I  am  certain 
that  the  foundation  will  successfully  advance  the 
cause  of  interreligious  affairs.”

“The  foundation,  established  by  his  widow, 
Georgette  Bennett,  will  support  national  and 
international  programs  and  studies  aimed  at  end¬ 
ing  theologically-based  bias.  It  will  assist  in  the 
creation  of  publications  and  audio-visual  materi¬ 
als,  and  will  sponsor  internships  for  students, 
scholars,  and  activists,  as  well  as  an  annual  lec¬ 
ture  and  award.” 

The  second  matter  is  a  project  of  the  Women’s 
Evening  Group  of  working  with  emigres  from 
the  former  Soviet  Union  who  have  come  to  the 
New  York  area  during  the  past  five  years.  The 
Telephone  Language  Companion  Program  is 
described  in  a  pamphlet  which  I  have  received 
from  the  group,  and  I  would  enjoin  congregants 
to  contact  Eleanore  Geringer,  president  of  the 
Women’s  Evening  Group,  regarding  volunteer¬ 
ing  for  this  program. 

The  pamphlet  reads  as  follows: 

"A.  Our  work  with  Soviet  Jewish  refugees  has 
made  us  aware  of  the  need  for  language  profi¬ 
cient  emigres  to  practice  their  conversational 
skills  with  Americans.  In  view  of  this  need,  the 
Jewish  Board  of  Family  and  Children’s  Services 
has  implemented  a  Telephone  Language  Com¬ 
panion  (TLC)  Program.  The  TLC  volunteer 
calls  his/her  assigned  partner  three  times  per 
week  for  at  least  five  minutes  per  call.  Both  vol¬ 
unteers  and  emigres  involved  in  the  TLC  Pro¬ 
gram  commit  to  a  three  month  participation.” 


"B.  The  emigres  participating  in  the  TLC  Pro¬ 
gram  are  refugees  whose  English  competence 
has  been  evaluated  to  be  level  three  (intermedi¬ 
ate)  or  better.  Client  participation  in  this  pro¬ 
gram  is  completely  voluntary." 

"C.  The  primary  role  of  the  TLC  volunteer  is  to 
engage  their  assigned  partner  in  conversation. 
The  program  is  not  designed  to  be  an  instruction¬ 
al  class,  but  rather  an  opportunity  for  emigres  to 
practice  the  skills  they  have  attained  and  to 
increase  their  confidence  in  speaking  English." 

"D.  A  volunteer  application  and  statement  of 
confidentiality  must  be  completed  and  returned 
to  the  program  coordinator.  Reference  letters 
will  be  requested  and  attached  to  the  volunteer's 
application.  Attendance  at  a  two  hour  training 
session  is  required  prior  to  being  matched  with  a 
language  partner.”

The  Women's  Evening  Group,  recognizing  a 
need  for  community  outreach,  has  made  gener¬ 
ous  contributions  to  the  lunch  program  at  the 
Abraham  Residence  in  Seagate  as  well  as  to  the 
food  program  for  Project  O.R.E.  In  addition, 
WEG,  under  last  year's  leadership  of  co-presi¬ 
dents  Susan  Heller  and  Eleanore  Geringer,  was 
able  to  make  possible  the  expansion  of  the  Havu- 
rah  Service  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  for  the 
coming  year.  This  learning  service  will  enable 
those  congregants  who  participate  in  it  to  join  the 
main  service  with  greater  understanding  and 
enjoyment. 

Project  O.R.E.,  a  division  of  the  Educational 
Alliance,  serves  homeless,  formerly  homeless, 
and  isolated  Jewish  people  of  all  ages.  It  seems 
difficult  to  imagine  that  there  are  Jews  living  on 
the  streets  with  no  family  or  friends  to  turn  to. 
Project  O.R.E  seeks  them  out  and  provides  not 
only  basic  necessities,  but  psychiatric  and  med¬ 
ical  care,  and  job  opportunities. 

The  Abraham  Residence  in  Seagate  is  part  of  the 
Metropolitan  New  York  Coordinating  Council 
on  Jewish  Poverty.  It  houses  elderly  single  peo¬ 
ple,  primarily  Jewish,  in  a  lovely  residence, 
where  each  person  has  a  spacious  and  personally 
decorated  studio  apartment.  The  residents  are 
encouraged  to  participate  in  the  governing  body 
of  the  facility. 

The  Women’s  Evening  Group  is  very  proud  and 
happy  to  have  been  able  to  utilize  its  resources 
for  such  meaningful  ventures.

Esther  Hautzig  was  born  in  Vilna,  Poland  and 
came  to  the  United  States  in  1947.

She  lectures  and  speaks  on  writing,  reading,  and 
bookmaking  at  many  schools,  libraries,  and  pro¬ 
fessional  association  meetings  and  has  received 
many  awards  for  her  books,  most  notably  for  The 
Endless  Steppe:  Growing  up  in  Siberia,  1968, 
the  story  of  her  childhood  in  Siberia.  It  has  been 
in  pnnt  for  over  20  years  and  is  available  in  eight 
foreign  editions.
